THK  ROBERT  OGDEN  FLETCHER  (Hybrid  Decorative)*— This 
wonderful  new  Dahlia  I introduced  in  1920,  as  a living  monu- 
ment to  our  brave  young  hero,  who  with  his  regiment,  the 
56th  Artillery,  lost  his  life  at  Chartreus,  France. 

This  new  Hybrid  Decorative  Dahlia  is  most  beautiful,  evenly 
variegated  ; the  color  is  yellow  at  center,  shading  to  white  at  tip, 
striped  and  flecked  with  red.  It  blooms  very  freely,  has  very  large 
blooms,  often  nine  inches  in  diameter,  on  extra  long  stem,  well 
above  the  foliage.
